The point raised by the chief execu- 
tive gues to the bottom of the use of 
surpluses accumulated by — utilities.

“The reserve fund for placing the 
distribution systems underground is 


equivalent to reserve for obsolescence. 
Thus the amount placed in reserve for 
one year is very large, and jt may be 
found when the statement of depreci- 
ation and obsolescence are being con- 
red for the year just closed, that 
lsufficient has been reserved to that 
date. I am informed that the surplus 
for 1914, (14 months) is about $100,000 
which is roughly equivalent to 25 per 
cent profit on the invested capital, 
without regard to the provision for in- 
terest and sinking fund which fs also 
made. The power house has already 
reduced the rate for current used for 
purposes other than lighting. There 
appears to be every reason why a sub- 
stantial reduction should be made in

When United States commenced to build the canal it 
was upon the presumption that the canal would make 
freights cheaper to Pacific Coast ports. Seeing in it @ menace 
to the long haul, the railroads “bucked” the canal in congress, 
successfully, for many, many years. Then it got past, thanks 
to the ardor of Theodore. But when it came to framing the 
regulations the prime motive was forgotten and the Senate 
placed tolls upon foreign ships and exclusion upon railway 
ships. As United States has practically no coastwise shipping 

xcept railway ships, the effect of the regulation was to bar 
United States ships from the canal almost completely, and 
make it @ highway only for those against which the highest 
tolls were levied, namely, the foreign ships. ..The gross 
aggregate of which is, of course, that under no circumstances 
can freightS to United States coast ports be any less than the 
highest possible rates through the canal. 

. Considering that the intent of the regulations was to 
make it impossible for the railways to monopolize trattic on 
the high seas and thereby perpetuate the long haul, the out- 
come, relieving, as it does, the railways from the possible full 
effect of the canal and thereby permitting the railways to con- 
tinue to charge high rates for overland haul, constitutes rather 
a satire upon the ability of the law makers of U.S. A. But 
this is the condition which Senator Gorman fears may be} 
changed. 

The strange obsession which seems to possess the law 
mikers to the south is that by some shrewd contortion of the 
regulations or the law, some inter-state commerce commission, 
some anti-rebating law or some trust-busting propaganda, 
they can relieve the country from the consequences of a long 
Series of grants of special privileges under which their country 
has been tied up in a manner which defies all search for pre- 
cedent or a parallel condition of industrial thralldom. |The 
rational way, one would suppose, to bring the railways to 
time, at least in this matter of the canal, would be to open the 
canal and let them all come; railroad, foreign and any old 
kind of ship.

HISTORY, 


Mr, Wilfrid Laurier’s address to the 
people of Canada, issued in reply to 
the manifesto of Sir John Macdonald, 
was issued 23 years ago today, Sir 
John, in appealing to the country, had 
denounced the opposition program of 
free trade with the United States as 
discrimination against England and a 
step toward annexation. ‘The old man, 
the old flag, and the old policy” be- 
came the conservative battle-cry, In 
his reply Mr, Laurier, the liberal lead- 
er, declared that the “premature disso- 
lution” of parliament and the appeal 
to the country was a political trick 
calculated to stampede the public into 
a hasty verdict; denounced the govern- 
ment policy as harmful to the agricul- 
tural interests, and of no avail in stop- 
ping emigration to the States; assert- 
ed that the existing franchise act work- 
ed injustice, and was a measure of cal- 
culated insufficiency; defended “ab- 
solute reciprocal freedom of trade be- 
tween Canada and the United States,” 
and expressed the belief that -under 
such a reform direct taxation would be 
unnecessary and an assimilation of 
tariffs not inevitable, On the vital 
peint of alleged discrimination against 
Great Britain he submitted a denial, 
but added that the time must come 
when “there must be a clashing of in- 
terests with ‘the Motherland, and,” 
he added, “in any such case, much as I 
would regret the
